We are continually being told that we should return to the “good oid days" of 
ceuntry and village life, usually by those who did not experience it.

‘These are all governed by the Central 
Ceuneil of Church Bell Ringers. At all levels there are rules and regulations _ 
wiich have to bevadhered to. One-beéing.that no.one, at any time, nor any ‘place. 

may ving church bells without first cbhtaining the permission or the incumbent « 


In Deddington it hes been agreed for many years to limit the nwnber of full peas 
tc four per year, A full peal is usually 5040 changes, depending on what method 
is rung. This takes apprceximately three hours. All Peal requests are vetted by 
the incunbent ‘end Tower Captain before permission is given. A fee is‘also _ 
charged, Querter Peels, which are usually 1260 changes, take approximately Zhr. 
Those are not limited bus are equally vatted and also are chargeod a fee. Visiting 
ringers, which are mostly not such experts in the art, but who are mainly the 
backbone of Sunday Service ringing, are always welcomed, but often have to be 
refused owing to cther activity in. the village. So-you see, far from the picture 
of a lvuad of ringers turning up and having a bash, sr as is stated "A campano-— 
logical jamboree" a lot of thought, and planning and consideration has to go 

into every application.

Going through records of Deddington Church Bells I find that only 47 full peals 
have been rung on them since June 1948. Since October 1978 to March 1983, one 
peal was rung each year. NO peals were rung in 1984/85/86. First peal in 
October 1987 was rung by the Bellhangers and members of Banbury branch to 
commemorate the rehanging and rededication of the bells in December 1986. One 
peal was rung during 1988 and another in May 1989. The latest peal is on 
Sunday 2 July by Benbury Branch ringers as a mark of respect to Richard Hannah 
who has been Chairmen of Banbury branch for several years. Notice of intended 
full peals and Quarter peals has always been given on the weekly Church notice 
paper for those interested enough to attend church. 


From: EFM Bunt, Clerk, Deddington Charity Estates, to The Editors, 25 June 1969 
At the last meeting of the Trustees of this Charity there was much criticism of 
the Surveyor's Department of Oxfordshire County Council, The facts are that on 
27 February 1989 the Charity wrote to the County Surveyor and Engineer complaining 
about the state of the pavement in Church Street and the fact that thoughtless 
drivers were parking in such a way that the occupants of the Almshouses - and 
persons who wished to visit them - had difficulty in gaining access to, and egress 
from, the Almshouses. A copy of this letter was sent to Deddington Parish Council 
who readily supported the Charity's complaints. The Assistant: County Surveyor end 
amgineer gcknowledged receipt of the Charity's letter on 9 March, said that both 
complaints would be investigeted and that. we would be informed of the County's 
decision. No further communication had been received when the Trustees held a 
meeting on 22 June. You can well imagine that the Trustees were not too pleased 
with such an unsatisfactory state of affairs and they agreed that our local 

County Councillor should be asked to involve himself in the matter. Since this 
meeting the Trustees have learned that the Parish Council have received a letter 
which indicates that an area of Church Street will be made a No Ferking area and 
that the state of the footpath is still being investigated. We think that your 
readers will agree that the County Council has been very remiss in the mamner in 
which they have dealt with this matter,

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OFF THE RAILS AT AYNHO, 1852-1989 by John Webber 


One hundred and ten tons of railway locomotive propped up and leaning over at a 
strange angle - this was what caught the attention of passers-by near the Great 
Western Arms a few weeks ago. The train had overrun the 'stop' signal at the 
end of the goods loop near the site of the old station 'Aynho for Deddington'. 
Catch points on the track prevent such a mishap from becoming far worse, with 
the main running line being blocked and the resulting threat of a major 
collision. They neatly tipped the locomotive to the left, away from danger, 
thus demonstrating the safety of the system. Nobody was hurt, though there were 
doubtless red faces all round and great disruption to the schedules. Some ~ 
London trains were diverted over the 'new line' (1910) via High Wycombe. For 
much of the day Inter City, Banbury~Oxtford-Reading, was a bus. 


The site of this recent mishap was also the place of a 'famous' accident of 
early railway days. ‘Trains had been running between Oxford and Banbury since 
the autumn of 1850. Now, on 20 October 1852, the Great Western Railway was 
opening its completed broad gauge route to Birmingham - a challenge to its 
rivals, especially Huston, Naturally they wished to celebrete in style. The 
story of what took plece that day is told in ‘Red for Danger’ by LTC Rolt, 
the well known writer on railways and cenals - and one time Banburian. A 
speciel express train, crowded with directors and officials of the GWR, their 
friends and familics, left Paddington, bound for Birmingham. The final event 
was to be a banquet at Leamington. The train was pulled by the famous loco— 
motive ‘Lord of the Isles‘ which, by its size and magnificence, had caused a 
sensation when exhibited at Cxystal Palace Great Exhibition the year before. 


Meanwhile, pottering gently up the Cherwell Valley, the Didcot to Banbury 
mixed passenger and goods stopping train was running late (as usuel), calling 
at all the stations, adding and dropping off trucks as it made its way north 
from village to villege. Signalling wes in those days at a very primitive | 7 
stage, and nobody seems to have realised the inevitable result if the progress 
of the express was unchecked. At Aynho Station the first train had arrived. 
As Rolt puts it "The guard of the 'mixed' was unloading cheeses from the van 
and the station staff were preparing to unhitch a couple of wagons from the 
rear, when upon this peaceful and leisurely rural scene there burst in swift 
and awful majesty the 'Iord of the Isles' running at over fifty miles an hour." 
The local trein shot off to avoid the sdvancing menace. In vain! A coupling 
broke and while-the engine and part of the trein escaped, they left behind 
several wagons in the path of the express. ‘The resulting pile up was 
svectacular but not fatal. Only six passengers were slightly hurt end though 
the special never reached Birmingham, the accident showed the strength, . 
stebility and safety of Brunel's broad geuge system - and the belated banque 
did take place at Leamington, though the celebration was rather muted.
